He was asked if his budget could 
be decreased in any way as it is up nearly $75,000.00 over 
the previous year. Supt. Lethbridge explained his budget in 
detail and informed those present that his budget could not 
be cut anymore than it already has been by the Executive 
Committee.

Welfare budget such as Poor Off Farm, Old Age Assistance, 
etc. Commissioner Perkins explained the boarded children 
and as to the different rates that are paid due to some of the 
children being boarded are problem children and are given 
every opportunity possible.

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To the County Commissioners: 


The year 1966 has been one of improvement here at the 
County Home. The early part of the year was spent planning 
for and finishing the details of the new addition. This work 
was begun early in the spring and through the summer and 
fall we have seen the appearance of the grounds change as 
the new wing took shape. As of this report the building has 
been roofed and interior work has begun. Plans now call for 
us to occupy the building early in May 1967. This has been 
a successful year in all the phases of the Home Operation. 
We have seen an improvement in the Nursing Service with 
two “In-service” training programs being run under the 
direction of Mrs. Jelley, our Director of Nursing Services. 


An Inventory File System has been set up to control the 
provisions which are ordered and received here at the Home. 


The Farm has enjoyed one of the most successful years it 
has ever had. 


The House of Correction and Jail with the addition of new 
guards has settled into a routine. 


The Annual Christmas Party which was put on by Miss 
Bessie Gray and the Business and Professional Women’s 
Club of Concord along with the Kiwanis Club was one of the 
most successful ever held. Even though the Recreation Room 
was disturbed because of the construction we were able to 
have more patients attend than ever before. 


The regular volunteers have carried on their Wednesday 
Programs despite the inconvenience. We continue to reap 
the benefits from their efforts as they visit and help the 
patients. 


The installation of new control valves on the heating sys- 
tem has been completed and we have already noticed a re- 
duction in the heat bill. We have moved one of the orderlies 
to the position of Barber which means we now have a full 
time Barber and Beautician working in the Patients Service 
Department. This has improved our service to the patients. 
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We have encouraged our Nurses and Nurses Aides to attend 
the various educational programs put on by the State Nurs- 
ing Association and the various hospitals in our region, we 
have been successful in having several of our L.P.N.’s attend 
these courses. 


For the first time in several years the budget was balanced, 
this coupled: with the fact that our income estimates, enabled 
us to return a portion of the allotted monies to the County 
Office. 


It becomes impossible for me to thank all of the various 
clubs and organizations which have contributed to the pa- 
tients during the year for in doing so I would miss some. It 
should be noted however that there has not been one week 
in the year when some donation did not come that was in- 
tended to make the patients of our Home feel that someone 
cared for them. For this I and the members of my staff are 
both thankful and grateful. 


We have also seen a great deal of interest in visiting of the 
patients. There are very few of them now who do not receive 
at least one visitor a month and many of them have daily 
visitors who come to share their joys with our patients. 


Once again I wish to express my thanks and the thanks of 
my immediate staff to you and to all the citizens of the Merri- 
mack County for the generous help they have provided us in 
the caring for and helping of the residents of our County 
Home.
